con The boty ani character of changes made during 
— in the Public Health Services. of the 


Situsted some six miles from the sea ani in the low 
iying valley of the Thaw, the Borouch of Cowbridge consists, in 
the main, of one broad Street with uniformly bread pavements on 
‘ @ither side, which stretche@ in E.S.B. and W.N.W.- dix@otion. 
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“Running into this Main Street on its South side are five short 
Streets, three of which serve to connect it with the lene 
- known as "The. Limes", which extends, from the Lienblethian 
‘Road to the. Bridge, a distance of approximately 500 yards, 
while the other: two, namely “Church Street" and "The Butts", 
* lead from the Main Street at the "Duke of Wellington Hotel" 
(end the Market, respectively to a road which has the Grammar 
* School Playfields on the. ore side. and the Market Sheds and 
Gardens on the other. The term Street cannot properly be 
applied to the narrow passage ways which provide the inhabitants 

of the houses in “Verity’s Court", Griffiphs Court" and 
“‘Hacle Lane", with an outlet to the Main Street. These 

houses together: with those in "Town Hall Square” be close 
pehind the Main. Street on its. North side. 

‘Some seventy yards to the West of the Ferro-concrete 

‘Bridges. which spans. the Thaw, and bears the names of thése 

: wesposible for its construction @&@& together with the history 
feof the old Bridges which it replaced, and to the North side 
 “@f the Main Street. is situate. the Town Hall, which not even 
*the most anient admirer of the ancient Borough would describe 
“as an artistic building. Until recently it provided the 
only accomodation avaRlable for public meetings of either a 
. political. or a social’ nature, but within the past few months 
: the. majority of social functions. have been held in the 
"Pavilian Dahce Hall", which is beéter-equipped, and from 
every point of view miro suitable for soolal gatherings. 
On the ground floor of the Town Hall Buildings are the 
Council Chamber, the Caretakers quarters. and the Fire Bbdtiors. 
. Fortunately the services of the. Fire Brigade have not 
“frequently been required since its establishments 

fThe: Institute, which is under the control of a 

Committee elected annually by the Members, corisists of a 
fReading Room, where a good variety. of periodicals and books 
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of: reference are’ provided, and a Recreation Room containing 
“two Billiewd.fables. Other buildings. of nobe are the Church, 
‘which is at present under repair, and the Grammar School, to which 
I will again’ refer when dealing with Educational fecilities in 
“the Borotighe 
Despite the continuous heavy traffic passing over it, | 
the main Street has been maintained in a consistently good | 
state of repair, at the same time the subsidiary Streets : 
“mentioned above have received as much attention as their | 
‘relative importance justified. | 
_ Some thirty or more years ago Cowbridge was the principal | 
Market and the most prosperous commercial centre in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, but toeday the bulk of the trade which formerly came 
to Cowbridge is attracted to Bridgend, Llantwit and other new 
. Markets which are more conveniently situated for the important 
industrial areas and at the same time possess. better railway 
‘facilities. Despite the handicap of its position Cowbridgs 
. could undoubtedly have retaied more of the trade of the Vale | 


. than. it enfoys at present, if the successive Corporations of 
that time. hail, with the co-operation of the trades people, 
‘shown the enterprise of the people of Usk, who have within recent 
years. successfully coped with the difficulties similar to thése 
‘which confronted the Cowbridge: Authorities when markets spran¢e 
up in other towns. and threatened the prosperity of the Borough . 
‘Periodical efforts to restore the Cowbridge Markets to its 
‘former position, while eminently praiseworthy, have unfortunately 
‘met with only partial and in some. cases short lived suceess. 
| Although the percentage of Cowbridgs people who are 
directly engaged in ferming is quite small, the majority, 
‘ineluding the professional men, the business. meri, and the 
‘artisans, indirectly rely on this industry for their livelihood. 
“There are no factories in the Borough, the inhabitants of which 
: May. be said to follow healthy open air occupations. 
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As has been indicated above the possibility of Cowbridge 
regaining its position in the commerce of the Vale of Glamorgan 
appears te be extremely romote. It is now too late to rectify 

the mistakes of the past. In the writers opinion the future 
of Cowbridge lies in its proximity to Cardiff, and the Rhomida 
Valley, where houses of a larger type are becoming increasingly 
difficult to obtain. ‘Cowbridge enjoys an squable climate, and 

with the improvement in water, sewerage and lighting systems, 
ghould prove an ideal. and convenient place of residence for 

those of the Cardiff’ and Rhomida inhabitants who are amxious to live 
away from th#ir work, and can afford the cost of transport. 

There ane. also exeellent educational facilities to 
recommend it as a residential. centre. In addition to the 
Primary. School, which is situated in the Llanblethian Road, there 
are the Grammar School for Boys un Church Street, and the High 
 peeeae for Girls, which is converilently near the Railway Station.’ 

OF an old foundatior and formerly under the management 
of “Jesus College”, Oxford, She Grammar School has now passed 
under the control of a Board, the Members of which are 
nominated in part, by the County Couneil, and in paré by "Jesus 
College." Boys are prepared for preliminary examinations 
for all proffessions and for entrance to the various Universities. 
Sucessses obtained-at recent examinations show that the standard 
of education in the Sehool is ati Leget as high as that afforded 
in similar Schools in Wales, There is accommodation for 
approximately fifty. boarders. Apart from a new building in 
the "Poplars Field", the proposed scheme for extensive additions 
to the School hes not yet materialised. 

The High Schoel for Girls is a. modern well constructed 
building under the control of a Board of Managers nominated 
‘by the Counby Council. For what: may be rightly termed nominal 
fees, the Girls are given a sound comprehensive education, 

Many’ of them proceed to the Loridon and Welsh Universities, with 
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@ view to entering the teaching profession, while others have 
within the last few years become Dispensers and teachers of 

‘Cooking and Gymnastics. Accommodation is provided for thirty 
Boarders. 

‘As recreation admittedly plays an important part in 
‘promoting the health of the population, mention must b3 made of 

the Cowbridge Athketic Grounds, which, from the point of view 

of area, drainage, and the quality of the field, compares favourably 
“with any, and surpasses most, of the grounds in other much 

larger towns in Wales.

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6s AMBULANCE. FACILITIES. 
“Por infeotious cases we have a claim on the Ambulance 
attached to the Fever Hospital at Bridgend. 

Qwinge to the smmllness of its population the Borough 
‘eould not support, andi in fact does not require an ambulance for 
the sale use of its inhabitants, but might with aivantage run 
one jointly with the Rural District Council. Under the present 
. eoriditions we are compelled to hire either a. private car or he 
$t. Johns Ambulance from Cardiff, wnen there are any infectious 

oz acoident cases to be conveyed to the Hospital. Arrangements 
-eould uriloubtedly be made with me at the local Garages to house 
and maintain the Ambulance in good order, and at the same time 
provide a driver when required. A similar arrangement obtains 
iri some ofthe smaller towns and Rurel Areas in England.

’ After many, year's of patient waiting, frequent disappointments, 
‘consequent in repeated failures to formulate a scheme at onec 
“feasable and economical, ani after experiencing much 
dissatisfaction at having to pay. for a conveniencé which they 
‘were asked to visualise but not actually enjoy, the inhabitants 

of the Borough can.with confidence look forward to having their 
hopes, and the promises of bhhers, fulfilled during the coming yeay 
Now that the mains. have been laid and connected up with a few 
“houses, certain minor works only veman to be completed to make 
®& pips borne water supply in Cowbridge ani actuallity, ee h 

Apert from the underground cisterns ani galvanised iron 

t tanks whtch/to be found in a few of the larger premises, for 
“the storage of rain water, Wells either public or private at 
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_ preserit form the only source of water supply for the. inhabitants 
of: the Borough. There are three public pumps, one for the Hast 
‘Brid of the Town, opposite the entrance to the Railway Yard, 
- A second rear the Town Hall, and a third near the Police 
. Stetion, to provide the requirements of the West End. Of these, 
the pump near the Town Hall, in the center of the Town, which 
4s fed from the "Silver Well" has proved the most satisfactory 
‘with regard to the. quality and quaritity of water ebtained. 
Samples of water from the Public putips are submitted perlodically 
to the County Publio Health Leboratories for examination. 
| Bm orie of his most recent Reports the Bacteriologist furnishes 
the following analysis of a sample taken from the "Silver Well" 
Pump; 
‘Copy of Report of Analysis attached. 
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% Fine we use the terms in their litgeral sense and apply them 
@ll that they are intended to corinote, we cannot properly say 


that there is any system of drainage and sewerage in Cowbridge 
‘at present. The disposal of excrement and uririe is left to the 
individual house occupiers who are, with few exceptions, quite 

: satisfied with the primitive method of em$tying the contents of 
the lavatories into cesspools gecnerally situated at the back of 
‘ the houses, and frequently in dangerous proximity to private 
‘Wells. In my last Report I drew your attention to the condition 
Of these cesspools which in muny cases are not oleaned as 
frequently. as is desirableg, and advised that the Council should 
-in the interest of public health undertake the general conservance 
‘works in the Borough, the cost of which could be fefrayed by a. 
‘small. iricrease in the rates. As my advice in the matter has 
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/ not been acted upen, B desire again to bring to your notice the 
destrebility or I might as well say necessity for the Council 

-to make itself resporisible for cleaning these cesspools, many of 

which in their present condition are a mangce to the health of the 

inhabitants. With the completion of the pipe borne water 

\ supply, there is no reason whatsoever why the Council should 

. further eo the provision of a modern system of sewerage and
